In order to secure for all the students of this University, regard- 
less of political affiliatio.is. more practical benefits, more represen- 
tation in regard to matters of importance concerning the Uni- 
versity, and a greater and more powerful voice in student government 
as a whole, we. the undersigned, being candidates for the office of 
president and vice-president of the Student Government Associa- 
tion do set forth the following as the platform upon which we base 
our candidacy:

5> We are heartily in favor of the plan of student grading 
of boarding houses and other eating establishments which serve 
students, and will, if elected, cooperate with those who have con- 
ceived and have developed this idea, so as to carry out the essential 
purpose of benefiting the students who are concerned.
